Advancing Korea Allies 
Meet More Resistance 


TOKIO (*}—Communist resist- 
ance stiffened today as United 
Nations troops. pushed deeper 
into Communist Korea after tak 
ing the war's greatest bag of 
prisoners. 

But Lt..Gen. James A. Van 
Fleet said the Chinese Commu- 
nists had lest their nerve and 
retreated when they couldn't 
crack the U.S, 2nd Division. 

“He (the enemy) lost his nerve. 
He just quit and hauled out,” 
added the U.N: ground com 
mander 

U.S. Eighth Army headquarters 
announced 3,000 Reds surrendered 
Sunday. Another 2,000 were taken 
last week. 

Most of the 5,000 were captured 
in a great box-like trap, 25 miles 
across and 10 miles deep. The lid 
of the trap is the Hwachon reser- 
voir with U.N, 
at-eaeh side-in-Inje and Hwachon. 
Both are in North Korea. 

U.N. forces drove new prongs 
Monday across the 38th Parallel, 
already puntured at half a dozen 
points. South Koreans smashed 
into Sakchang, 4% miles north of 
the Parallel and 10 miles west of 
Hwachon. Americans moved up 
on their western flank 

Reds put up stiffening resist 
ance against advanced forces 
Monday. And fewer surrendered. 

A strong. Allied task force 
shoved ten miles beyond cap- 
tured Inje into North Korea, It

was turned back with withering 
fire from a Red-road block near 
the village of Hangye, nine miles 
north of the parellel. This U.N. 
force had driven from another 
Hangye, 27 air miles south, from 
which the Allied counter-offen- 
sive jumped off last week. 

With isolated exceptions, 
Reds were in full retreat 

But the retreat, “fast as it is,” 
said Lt.-Gen. James A. Van Fleet, 
does not necessarily mean any 
end to the war. 

“How far he (the enemy) will 
retreat I do not know,” the U.N. 
ground commander said. “He 
still has plenty of reserves and 
great latent capabilities. He can 
smash us again if he wants to. 
But there's no denying his troops 
have low morale right now and 
they are very weary and ill-fed.” 

Two thousand Communists sur- 
rendered Sunday on. the central 
front near Chunchon, the Eighth 
Army reported. They were dazed, 
bewildered and hungry. It was 
the largest catch of the war. 

Other sectors reported Chinese 
surrendering by the hundreds, or 
scores. - There was no over-all 
estimate.~ But--hints -frem-. the 
front lines: suggested thousands 
were giving up the fight 

The Reds abandoned huge 
stores of ammunition in their 
flight. Airmen reported the Red 
retreat “in Central~-Korea — re- 
sembled a rout.”

New Reign 
Of Terror 
May Start 


CASTLEGAR, B.C. (CP)— 
Two early-morning explosions 
today blew up the Canadian 
Pacific Railway tracks at 
Castlegar and Grand Forks. 

The towns, in southeastern 
| British. Columbia, 250 miles 
from Vancouver, are 50 miles 
apart. 

The mysterious explosions may 
signal the start of a new out- 
break of the radical Sons of Free- 
dom Doukhobors. 

“It looks like the Sons of Free- 
dom. again,” said an R.C.M.P. of- 
ficer. 2 

The explosion. .at. Castlegar 
blew out a section of track about 
a mile south of the town.. A 
train had to be flagged to avoid 
a broken rail : 
TOWN FEELS BLAST 

At Grand Forks the blast 
rocked the town. It cut a C.P.R. 
spur line to the Grand - Forks 
Sawmill Ltd., and a small rock- 
slide covered the track 

An investigation was opened 
by R.C.M-P. and C.P.R.’ police. 

The Castlegar explosion 
aroused residents of Kinnaird 
and Doukhobor communities 
| aeross the-Columbia River. 

It is just over a year since the 
radical Sons of Freedom started 
their last resign of terror by 
setting fire to their nearby head- 
quarters village of Krestova. 


HUNDREDS JAILED 

The fire raids went on spas- 
modically for two weeks and 
hundreds of Sons were sentenced 
to prison terms for. arson and 
nude parading 

Many were later pardoned as 
the government sought to end 50 
years of strife in the Kootenays. 

A consultative committee on 
Dowkhobots was. set. up and it 
has been decided, with agreement 
of the Sons, to settle the Free- 
domites in some other area of 
British Columbia. 

The committee is 
about ready to. announce 
choice of location 

(The Sons of Freedom, about 
2,000 in number, are not to be 
confused with the 10,000 orthodox 
Doukhobors, who have lived 
peacefully in the Kootenays for 
decades.) 

The Sons, descendants of Rus- 
sian immigrants who still speak 
Russian, have at different times 
conducted bomb and fire raids to 
protest “man-made” laws. C.P.R. 
tracks have been the target on 
previous raids in past years.

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Capitalism And The Archbishop 


ARCHBISHOP PHILIPPE DESRAN- 
LEAU, of the Metropolitari See of 
Sherbrooke, Quebec, is quoted in the 
Ottawa Journal as saying in a recent 
address that capitalism is as dangerous 
to religion and morais as Commuhism. 
This is an odd statement, coming from 
any Canadian, especially odd when it 
comes from a distinguished figure in the 
Catholic Church. Most Canadian Cath 
olics, one supposes, will disagree with it. 
Archbishop Desranleau seems to be 
thinking of an imaginary capitalism 
which does not exist, at least in the west- 
ern world, and of an imaginary Co 
munism which has never existed any- 
where. Of the two it mayb. said that 
capitalism: ta vague and “almost 
ingless word now-a-days) is not con- 
cerned with morals and religion but, 
being a purely economic theory, leaves 
them to the church, and other institu- 
tions; whereas Communism (or the Rus 
sian caricature ot that theory) is 
actively exterminating religion and de 
stroying all moral 
knows them, 

Hence it is an extrao 
tion of the plain facts of ou 
Say that capitalism, so-called,-is as 
dangerous to morals and_ re n_as 
Communism. The one is not 
with these things:-- The~-ether~is 
conquest, war and. torture to 
them. 

The Archbishop (quarrelling outright 
on the issue of Communism ith the 
general thought of his Church thr 
out the world) goes on to reveal a re 
markable ignorance of what he calls 
capitalism. His capitalism is a kind of 
ancient text book theory, lifted bodily 
out of the late eighteenth and early nine 
teenth centuries and, one might 
say, out of the prophesies of Kar] Marx 

For, according to the Archbishop 
“capitalism means the excessive accumu- 
lation’ of “private goods in the hands of 
the few.” That wealth, under the private 
enterprise system, is 
buted, no one will den That is an 
essential part of the system, which pro 
vides special rewards for special talents 
and energy—an unequal distribution 
which no-one more than the labor- unions 
insists on enforcing. If anyone doubts 
that let him ask a locomotive engineer 
for example, whether he shou!d be paid 
the same wages as a laborer on the rail 
way tracks.

In my opinion a much better arrange- 
ment would be to have a careful estimate 
made of the cost ofa decent living in 
all its aspects for a single person 21 
years of age and a married man with 
wife and four children, say $2,000 and 
$4,000 respectively; give the old age pen- 
sion to all qualified by age with less 
incomes and to those, with these incomes 
and over, instead of the pension, allow 
them to deduct amount of pension from 
income tax, this would be sufficient 
recompense,

“it \cléar that ihe Chiefs ef Staff 
wish to limit and not to expand the 
war than Mr. Dean Rusk, speaking for 
the U.S. State Department, made a. pro- 
nouncement. which, if it is a serious 
statement of policy, means-that, the war 
must go on indecis- 
ively. and interminably. 

“For' it is impossible 

to ‘reconcile a policy 

of limited war with a 

policy which commits 

us ,to the overthrow 

of the Chinese Com- 

munist government. 

The overthrow of the 

enemy government is 

the objective not of a 

limited but of a total Lippmann 
war. Such an objective excludes a nego- 
tiated settlement in Korea and is jusi 
another way of announcing that our 
terms are once again unconditional sur- 
render, 

If Dean Rusk's speech is not a care- 
less piece of after-dinner oratory but is 
in’ fact a considered declaration of the 
latest Acheson position in the Far East, 
then the Administration has worked it- 
self into a. fantastic predicament. It has 
made the issue with Red China not the 
repulse of its aggression in Korea ut 
that of its survival. . 

Regimes, do not negotiate about their 
survival. There is nothing to negotiate 
about. It has also made the issue with 
the Soviet Union insoluble in the Far 
East—namely whether its biggest ally 
shall exist or shal] be transformed into 
an enemy. These issues are not nego- 
tiable. They can be settled only by total 
victory 

Yet the Truman administration has 
relieved Gen. MacArthur and has put for- 
ward all the highest militz authorities 
in the land to show why we must not 
fight the Chinese.outside of Korea... 


CHALLENGES PEIPING 

The Rusk policy, wnich challenges the 
existence of the Peiping government, 
would—if it is seriously meant—prevent 
the U.N. from negotiating a vease-fire 
and an armistice with Red China. Yet 
the Marshall-Bradley policy—of using” 
only limited forces.in the limited area 
of Korea—does not challenge the exist- 
ence of the Peiping government. It ac 
cepts the continued existence of the 
Peiping government. 

The" Rusk’ policy would exclude a rie- 
gotiated settlement with Red China. The 
Marshall-Bradley policy would exclude a 
general war with China. The net effect 
of the combination of the two contra- 
dictory policies is to condemn us to an 
indecisive and endless and meaningless 
war in Korea., 

The. British used to say—perhaps too 
complacently for their own good—that 
they always muddled through. In the 
Far East the Truman administration has 
gone them one worse. It is saying—in 
rather foggy but pretentious words to. be 
sure—that its best hope is to muddle 
on and on. 

The matter to which Mr. Rusk ad. 
dressed himgelf was the popular demand 
that Red China shall be punished and 
not rewarded for its intervention in 
Korea. This demand, which is sound and 
just, has taken the form in many quar- 
ters of an insistence that the U.S. ad 
ministration declare itself now as unal- 
terably opposed to American recognition 
of Red China, to the Peiping government 
as the representative of China on the 
Security Council—to the recognition that 
it has any. legal claim.to Formosa. 

Gen. Marshall was pressed, and Sec- 
retary Acheson will surely be pressed 
still harder, to say that the United 
States is forever opposed.to the recogni 
tion of Red China, to its participation 
in the U.N., to a settlement with it about 
Formosa, 

But we should not inthe passion and 
grief of war nail ourselves to a closed 
door, making it impossible, because we 
must express our present feelings, ever 
to make peace with Red China. Yet 
that is what Mr. Rusk has just about 
done, afd as Gef. Fuller has said of 
“unconditional surrender” —“henceforth 
these two words were to hang like a 
putrifying albatross around the necks of 
America and Britain.”
